The  Co-operative  Course  was  initiated  on  October  26tli  in  19^2.   Six 
fellows  were  the  first  to  enroll  namely:   Harold  Bergstrom,  Richard  Sanner 
James  Peacock,  Larry  Miller,  Glenn  Yosten,  and  Richard  Brandenstien.   Later 
more  entered  the  course.   The  first  requirecient  was  to  have  ninety-six  hours 
of  Machine  Shop  Practice  and  Blue  Print  Readin.^  combined.   This  nij^ht  school 
was  to  make  us  better  adapted  for  the  machine  tools  v/hich  we  were  to  use. 
Some  of  the  machines  the  fellows  worked  on  were  Electric  Savj,  Milling  Machine, 
Drill  Presses,  Grinders,  Lathes,  and  Screw  Machines.  As   soon  as  the°student 
became  thoroughly  acquainted  with  one  machine,  he  was  to  transfer  to  another. 
This  would  enable  him  to  operate  all  the  various  types  of  machines  in  the 
department.   Any  boy  wno  wishes  to  follow  the  scientific  field  in  later  life 
should  be  urged  to  take  this  course.   It  not  only  orings  the  student  in  contact 
with  the  machines  of  industry  but  also  acquaints  him  with  the  shop  procedure. 
He  learns  to  get  along  with  his 
superiors  and  learns  to  do  a  job 
well  when  told  only  once.   This  pro- 
gram is  now  city  wide  with  an  aggre- 
gate of  about  one  hundred  boys.
